wns In the days of Noah and Lot (Luke I 
27:26-30). From chapter 7:68, 67, it ' 
would seem that about 50,000 had now 
returned from captivity, and from 7:7, 
I conclude that meant the total of the 
three companies who returned with 
Zerabbabel, with Ezra and with Ne- 
hemlah, for as they were taken cap- 
tive In three deportations, so they re- 
turned at three different times. If we 
nre right in believing that 1914 began i 
to end the times of the gentiles, there 
may be two or three great events ere 
they finnllv close, but probably all 
within a comparatively few years. 


Onr lesson chapter tells of the peo- 


ple gathered to hear the book of the 
law of Moses, the law of God, read to 
them by ~Ez.ru, the scribe, probably 
with assistance from others either in 
reading or explaining or both. It was 
n full week's Bible conference at 
which the book of the law of the Lord 
their God was read to them one- 
fourth part of each day, and another 
fourth part they confessed atad wor- 
shiped the Lord their God (9:3). 
The book of the law is the heart of 
the lesson, and it is mentioned eight 
times in chapter 8 and 9:1-3. There 
is nothing on earth to be compared 
to the word of God, and, while they 
had only a part of what we call the 
Bible, we have the complete book, and 
the wonder Is that we can find time 
for aught else, for there atone can we 
learn to know God and bis eternal 
purpose in Christ. It is interesting to 
note that it was before the water gate 
that the people gathered to drink the 
living water of the Word of Life (8:1, 
3, 16), for water represents the word 
(Eph. 5:26; Ps. 119:9). 


We noticed In a previous lesson that 


the sheep gate at which the building 
of the wall began and ended suggested, 
the great sacrifice apart from which 
nothing la ever truly began. Lesson' 
verse 8 is to me an epitome of all 
that la comprehended In good reading, 
"They read In the book in the law of 
God distinctly and gave the sense and 
caused them to understand the read- 
ing." Whether it be reading or sing- 
ing, it ought to be according to this. 
Paul speaks of uttering words easy to 
be understood and says, "I had rather 
speak five words with my understand- 
ing; that I might teach others also, 
than ten thousand words in an un- 
known tongue" (I Con 14:9, 19). The 
effect upon the people as they heard* 
the word of God Is beautifully set 
forth in verses 10, 12. They had great 
mirth because they understood tbe 
words that were declared unto them, 
and they went their way to eat and 
drink and send portions to others not 
so fortunate. The portions were food 
for their bodies as a result of their joy 
in tbe Lord, which was their strength. 


For full thirty years (June, 1916) I 


have seen real joy in people's hearts 
In my own congregation and at the Bi- 
ble classes because of the simple ex- 
position of the whole word of God, 
taken literally, except when plainly a 
figure of speech, and in twenty-seven 
years and five months of that "time I 
have received from grateful hearts 
without any solicitation over $950,000 
to help give portions of living bread j 
and water to multitudes who other- 
wise might not have heard it. I teli 
them that if their Joy in the Lord does 
not make them long to have others 
receive the same thev are not as glad 
as thev might be. These people bad 
very great gladness (verses 12, 17), 
and their service was the result. An- 
other result was that they kept the 
feast of tabernacles as it had not been 
kept since the days of Joshua, the son 
of Nun. They also confessed their 
sins and separated themselves from 
the ungodly (8:17; 9:1, 2). God made 
them rejoice with great joy, so that 
the joy of Jerusalem was heard afar 
off (12:43). 


So it shall be to the ends of the 


earth when the Lord shall have finally 
comforted Jerusalem (Isa. 35:10; 51: 
11; 52:9, 10). So should it be now on ! 
the part of all true believers that who- ' 
soever will may receive a portion and i 
help complete the church, that the mar- i 
riage of the Lamb may come. We do i 
not understand the word of God as | 
we should unless we ere sure that by i 
the precious blood of Christ we have j 
eternal redemption and can never per- 
ish : that at his coming for his church 
we shall be like him even as to our 
bodies, that between now and then he 
has our service all appointed for us, 
and T\e have only to walk with him 
In the good works which he has pre- 
pared (Eph 1 -6, 7; John 10 28; I John 
3 1. 2; Phil. 3 20, 21; Eph. 2-10).

Washington, Dec. 8.—The American destroyer Jacob 


Jones was sunk by a submarine at eight o'clock Thursday 
morning while patrolling foreign waters. Only 37 sur- 
vivors have been picked up, the Navy Department an- 
nounced this afternoon. 
This would indicate that proba- 


bly 60 men were lost. The Jacob Jones was commanded 
by Lieut. Commander Daniel W. Bagley, a brother of Mrs. 
Tosephus Daniels, the wife of the Secretary of the Navy. 
Secretary Daniels who is always moved at any disaster 
at sea was more deeply moved by this which hit his im- 
mediate family. Mrs. Daniels lost another brother in the 
navy. In the Spanish-American war Ensign Worth Bagley, 
the1 first man killed in that war. was a brother of the com- 
mender of the Jacob Jones. He fell Mantanzas, Cuba. 


The Jacob Jones previously distinguished itself in as- 


sisting a P. & 0. steamer, the Orama, which was convert- 
ed into an auxiliary cruiser and which was torpedoed Oct 
17,1917. The Jacob Jones landed 305 of the 478 persons 
aboard. THe official statement in connection with the 
Orajna-sinking said: , '''The Orama, a former P. & 0. ves- 
sel, now converted into an auxiliary cruiser, was torpedo- 
de by an- enemy submarine." The Orama at the time was 
a part of a convoy of merchant ships to which the Jacob 
Jones was attached.

In France, Nov. 6, 1917 


My Dear Mother: 


Just a few lines to let you know I 


am well and hope you are all the same 
at home. I have had several letters 
from home the past week, also two 
bundles of papers. I was glad to get 
them for I had been wondering just 
who had been drafted and who had 
been exempted. There are a few pa- 
tients of mine going back to the 
States who are from this hospital and 
one of them promised me to write you 
a letter and tell you just what I am 
doing, what kind of a place we are in 
and so on.

that when he shall pome in glory at 
the end of this age It shall be as it . 
wns In the days of Noah and Lot (Luke I 
27:26-30). From chapter 7:68, 67, it ' 
would seem that about 50,000 had now 
returned from captivity, and from 7:7, 
I conclude that meant the total of the 
three companies who returned with 
Zerabbabel, with Ezra and with Ne- 
hemlah, for as they were taken cap- 
tive In three deportations, so they re- 
turned at three different times. If we 
nre right in believing that 1914 began i 
to end the times of the gentiles, there 
may be two or three great events ere 
they finnllv close, but probably all 
within a comparatively few years. 


Onr lesson chapter tells of the peo- 


ple gathered to hear the book of the 
law of Moses, the law of God, read to 
them by ~Ez.ru, the scribe, probably 
with assistance from others either in 
reading or explaining or both. It was 
n full week's Bible conference at 
which the book of the law of the Lord 
their God was read to them one- 
fourth part of each day, and another 
fourth part they confessed atad wor- 
shiped the Lord their God (9:3). 
The book of the law is the heart of 
the lesson, and it is mentioned eight 
times in chapter 8 and 9:1-3. There 
is nothing on earth to be compared 
to the word of God, and, while they 
had only a part of what we call the 
Bible, we have the complete book, and 
the wonder Is that we can find time 
for aught else, for there atone can we 
learn to know God and bis eternal 
purpose in Christ. It is interesting to 
note that it was before the water gate 
that the people gathered to drink the 
living water of the Word of Life (8:1, 
3, 16), for water represents the word 
(Eph. 5:26; Ps. 119:9). 


We noticed In a previous lesson that 


the sheep gate at which the building 
of the wall began and ended suggested, 
the great sacrifice apart from which 
nothing la ever truly began. Lesson' 
verse 8 is to me an epitome of all 
that la comprehended In good reading, 
"They read In the book in the law of 
God distinctly and gave the sense and 
caused them to understand the read- 
ing." Whether it be reading or sing- 
ing, it ought to be according to this. 
Paul speaks of uttering words easy to 
be understood and says, "I had rather 
speak five words with my understand- 
ing; that I might teach others also, 
than ten thousand words in an un- 
known tongue" (I Con 14:9, 19). The 
effect upon the people as they heard* 
the word of God Is beautifully set 
forth in verses 10, 12. They had great 
mirth because they understood tbe 
words that were declared unto them, 
and they went their way to eat and 
drink and send portions to others not 
so fortunate. The portions were food 
for their bodies as a result of their joy 
in tbe Lord, which was their strength. 


For full thirty years (June, 1916) I 


have seen real joy in people's hearts 
In my own congregation and at the Bi- 
ble classes because of the simple ex- 
position of the whole word of God, 
taken literally, except when plainly a 
figure of speech, and in twenty-seven 
years and five months of that "time I 
have received from grateful hearts 
without any solicitation over $950,000 
to help give portions of living bread j 
and water to multitudes who other- 
wise might not have heard it. I teli 
them that if their Joy in the Lord does 
not make them long to have others 
receive the same thev are not as glad 
as thev might be. These people bad 
very great gladness (verses 12, 17), 
and their service was the result. An- 
other result was that they kept the 
feast of tabernacles as it had not been 
kept since the days of Joshua, the son 
of Nun. They also confessed their 
sins and separated themselves from 
the ungodly (8:17; 9:1, 2). God made 
them rejoice with great joy, so that 
the joy of Jerusalem was heard afar 
off (12:43). 


So it shall be to the ends of the 


earth when the Lord shall have finally 
comforted Jerusalem (Isa. 35:10; 51: 
11; 52:9, 10). So should it be now on ! 
the part of all true believers that who- ' 
soever will may receive a portion and i 
help complete the church, that the mar- i 
riage of the Lamb may come. We do i 
not understand the word of God as | 
we should unless we ere sure that by i 
the precious blood of Christ we have j 
eternal redemption and can never per- 
ish : that at his coming for his church 
we shall be like him even as to our 
bodies, that between now and then he 
has our service all appointed for us, 
and T\e have only to walk with him 
In the good works which he has pre- 
pared (Eph 1 -6, 7; John 10 28; I John 
3 1. 2; Phil. 3 20, 21; Eph. 2-10).
